There was a report current on th« 


streets of Ihe city on Saturday afternoon 
that Superintendent Charles White and 
the other operators at the Decatur Coal 
Shaft had struck a vein of c >al three ftet 
in thickness, and that the find had been 
made soon after 12 o'clock on that day. 
The news spread rapidly and was toe 
principal subject of conversation in busi- 
ness and other circles. 


ONLY 18 IKCHES THICK. 


To-day our reporter visited the shaft, 


and 
from Superintendent White 
he 


learned that on Saturday afternoon at a 
depth of 434 feet, the miners bad struck 
the top of a vein of coal. They removed 
the scule, and bored through the vein 
which proved to be only 18 inches in 
thickness, as was indicated by tbe profile 
of the borings made by Mr. J. E. Bering, 
begun in the fall of 1874 and finished in 
the spring 
of 
1875. 
When it 
was 


found the vein 
was only 
eighteen 


inches in thickness it was decided to 
cut through the same and proceed lo sink 
the shaft to the depth first intended, COS 
feet, when Mr. Frorer, the contractor, 
will reach a layer of coal four feet in 
thickness, which it will pay to work, 
About six tons of the 18-inch coal was 
taken out of the shaft to-day, samples 
of which may be seen by our readers on 
calling at this office. It is of a superior 
quality of bituminous coal and burns like 
the best of soft coal. 
In appearance it 


resembles the Indiana Block coal, but is 
ttorc brittle. The coal taken out is be- 
ing used in the stove at the shaft 1,0 warm 
the engine room. The shaft is now 427 
feet deep, three feet below tbe IB inch 
vein. Mr. White hopes to reach the "four 
foot" vein by June 1st, and then have the 
mine in full operation. He is having no 
trouble whatever with water, nor is the 
work hindered in any manner. About IS
